Independence as positive and almost 
hopeless. 


The approach of evening again found 


the committee boat anchored far ont 
in Narragansett bay, alone with the 
catboat which marked the other end 
of the finish line, tediously waiting for 
.the Boston boa't to cross, while her rivals 
.were well up the harbor on tlie way to 
their moorings. 


The new Herreshoff boat had beaten 


the Columbia by nearly half AH hour 
Over the 30-mile course, while the record 
•against the Independence was over an 
ihour. She came very nearly travelling 
Ground the triangle while the Crownin- 
tehield creation was covering two legs 
;of it. 
Yesterday's race establishes the 


mew Bristol sloop as a r.eeord-breaker 
[in light airs. 
She has accomplished 


Wvhat yachtsmen considered impossible 
tin thus beating the Columbia, while her 
performance has put the Independence 
«ntirely out of the running in conditions 
fcike those of yesterday. 
What 
her 


showing may be in heavy weather is 
•still a matter of conjecture, as it is with 
'the Independence, but the experts are 
now almost ready to accept any achieve- 
ment of the Constitution without sur- 
prise. 


Of all the conquests in the history of 


tbe renowned races for the America's 
«np that of yesterday is the most re- 
markable. Not only of the races proper, 
"but also of those incident to the selection 
of a cup challenger or a cup defender, 
the Constitution has proved herself the 
'best light weather craft of this genera- 
,tion. 
The Volunteer, Vigilant, De- 


fender and Columbia have in the past 
achieved wonderful and glorious things 
In the cause of defending the cup, but 
the Constitution caps the climax. 


Tbe wind was llgnt from tbe south- 


west at the start and there was a long 
and greasy ground swell from the south- 
ward when the start was made. Th.o 
first leg of-the triangular course of 30 
'cautical miles was a dead beat to wind- 
ward of 10 miles, the course being south- 
west. 
There was haze and dampness 


and an unpromising outlook generally, 
but the Constitution overcame every 
obstacle that offered in the way of 
flakes and doldrums, and sailed with 
tact and skill, winning the first leg by 
JO minutes and 37 seconds over the 
Columbia. That great yacht never be- 
fore had such a humiliating experience. 


On the next leg, a reach of 10 miles, 


with only a gentle zephyr blowing on 
the starboard beam, with a tine reaching 
Ijib-topsail set to woo whatever airs 
might come her way, she sailed faster 
.than the wind, and by rare skill and 
superior ability worked herself through 
what seemed an almost inextricable 
tangle of humidity and haze, greasy 
ground swell and dead calms to another 
•extraordinary 
achievement. 
She 


rounded the leeward mark eight minutes 
and 42 seconds ahead of the Columbia. 


And then, with a triumphant shake 


of her big reaching jib-topsail, not her 
fballooner, and again scurrying faster 
Ithan the wind, which never during the 
racing day exceeded the force of a six- 
>knot air, made the crowning record of 
iier history by sailing over the 10 knots 
in 49 minutes and 46 seconds. 


Then came tbe cheering and the notes 


of acclaim from whistles and syrens in 
>fconor of the greatest boat that ever 
called a fasl light weather race. What 
che may do with topmast housed is 
iquite another narrative. 
She is up to 


Ithls time superb in light airs. 
But a

Mention should be made of the valiant 


Efforts the old Columbia made to es- 
cape from the hoodoo of greater merit 
on the part of the Constitution.

she lost was owing to the same reason 
that the Defender lost in the last con- 
test. She was outclassed as a vessel, 
not that she had a crew of less ability. 


The same apology for the bad defeat 


Df the Independence may with greater 
trnth be asseverated. 
The Indepen-

A. S. Crowninshield, chief of the bu- 
reau of navigation, yesterday issued a 
formal statement to the effect that be 
was the author of tbe famous dispatch 
to Admiral Dewey, ordering him to pro- 
ceed from Hong Kong to Manila and 
there capture or destroy the Spanish 
fleet 


Admiral Crowninshield states that 


he wrote the dispatch In the White 
House, and submitted it to both At- 
torney General Griggs and the president, 
and that the only change made In the 
dispatch as he wrote it was the ad- 
dition of either the word "capture" or 
the word "destroy." 


The dispatch, according to Admiral 


Crowninshield, then was handed to 
Lieutenant Whittlesley, who took It to 
Secretary Long, and after the latter had 
signed it, sent it to Admiral Dewey. In 
conclusion, Admiral Crowninshield says 
that whatever credit comes from hav- 
ing given the order belongs to the presi- 
dent and Secretary Long. 


Secretary Long said upon this sub- 


ject: 
"My recollection is entirely

laration of war I bad conferred with the 
president about an order to Dewey to 
attack the Spanish fleet at Manila.

"On Satin-day morning, April 24, I 


i went to the White House, sat with the 
j president on a sofa in the corridor and 


earnestly advised the sending of snch 
an order. 
But for Admiral Crownin- 


Bhield's statement I should have said 
unhesitatingly that I had with me the 
dispatch which bad been prepared in 
his bureau of navigation, and that, the 
president approving, I returned to the 
navy department and sent it in -to the 
bureau of navigation to be put in cipher. 


"I then went out to drive. As 1 drove 


oBt between 11 and 12 o'clock, I remem- 
ber passing Admiral Crowninshield. 
As to what transpired at the White 
House at tbe meeting which he de- 
scribes, I, of course, have no knowledge. 
It seems to me probable that the-presi- 
dent, after his interview with me, sent 
for some of the cabinet and Admiral 
Crowninshield, and took up the dis- 
patch, which, according to my recollec- 
tion, had already been prepared, and 
gave it final consideration.

ABNORMAL CORPULENCE. 


A Trne DUenie find How It Sbovld 


Be Treated. 


The amount of fat normally present In 


the body varies with age. It is consid- 
erable in infancy, slight in childhood, 
least of all from the fifteenth to tha 
twentieth year, increases gradually from 
this time to about the fortieth year, in- 
creases more rapidly for a few years, 
then remains stationary for a time aud 
finally diminishes again in old age. 


Generally speaking, an increase of fat 


within moderate limits is a sign of health, 
just as a decrease may be the reverse, 
but when the increase is excessive it con- 
stitutes a true disease. 


It is difficult to define the limit where 


• healthy embonpoint ends and abnormal 
corpulence begins. 
Life insurance com- 


panies have tables showing the proper 
ratio of weight to height at the different 
ages, but the figures are of course only 
averages. 


In general it may be said that when 


the accumulation of fat couses discom- 
fort, short breath on moderate exertion 
and a feeling of fullness in the bead on 
Btooping it constitutes obesity or corpu- 
lence. 


The trouble is a disorder of nutrition 


characterized by faulty elaboration and 
deficient oxidation of the food, in conse- 
quence of which, an undue amount of fat 
is formed and deposited in various parts 
of the body. It is as often hereditary as 
acquired. 


The treatment of obesity is not so sim- 


ple is It was thought to be when the so 
called banting system was originated. 
This system consists in the exclusion 
from the diet of all starches, sweets and 
fats. It is usually successful in reducing 
.the weight, but unless carried out undex 
careful medical supervision it may seri- 
ously affect the general health. 


The same is true, perhaps even to a 


greater degree, of other systems in which 
the amount of fluids is greatly restricted. 


The management of a case of obesity is 


In general similar to that of gout in the 
intervals of the acnte attacks or of the' 
uric acid diathesis, with, some slight mod- 
ification in the diet necessitated by the 
altered conditions. The patient should 
live much in the open air, drink freely ol 
water between meals and at bedtime 
and exercise systematically. Red meats 
should be partaken of sparingly or, better, 
not at all, and starchy foods and sweets 
should also be excluded for the most 
part—youth's

When a boy of 12 years old, the serious 


bent showed itself in the violinist's char- 
acter. Nothing gave him more pleasure 
than to have good books read aloud to 
him. He loved Schiller's ballads, 'Der 
Taucher," "Die Burgschaft," "Dns Lied 
von der Glocke," etc., and out of the last

"Oh, Dr. Joachim, I will bny a metro- 


nome and study with it"

to any expense about it, for rhythm and 
time in the art of music have to come 
from the heart, not from a machine." 


When in Leipzig, as a boy of 14, he 


was living in Mendelssohn's house and 
often used to visit Schumann.

Young Joachim was next to 


Schumann, who, as a rule, was very sol- 
emn.

file That Dravc Hark Twain Into a 
Literary Nlehtiaarc, and lt» Freacb 
Eqalvaleat. 


In the year 1S76 there appeared In a 


Boston magazine that famoua fragment 
by 
Mark Twain, "Punch, Brothers, 


Punch!" the rhythmic touch of which 
has since moved round the world like a 
wave of old ocean. 


The fragmentary bit of verse had a 


curious origin, and the true stosy of it is 
not unworthy of record in literary his- 
tory. Kaily in the month of April, 1875, 
the horse car line of the New York and 
Harlem Railroad company, having adopt- 
ed the punch sysiem, posted in the pan- 
els of their can, a caid of information 
and instruction to conductors and pas- 
sengers, both of whom wpre indirectly re- 
quested to waich each other. It read aa 
follows: 


"The conductor when he receives a fare 


must immediately punch in the presence 
of the passenger: 


"A blue trip dip for tn eight cent fat*. 
A Uuif trip slip (or a six cent fare. 
A pink trip Blip lor a three cent (are. 
For coupon and tranofer tickets, punch tha 


tickets." 


The poesy of the thing was discovered 


almost as "immediately" as the conduct- 
or "immediately" punched, and all sorts 
of jingles were accommodated to the 
measure. In September the first poem 
appeared in print, and various versions 
appeared in New York and Boston news- 
papers. 


In January, 1876, Mark Twain's "Lit- 


erary Nightmare" appeared with the fol- 
lowing version: 


Conductor, when you receive a fare. 
Punch in the presence of the passenjaret 
A blue trip siip for an eight cent fare, 
A buff trip shp for c, six cent fare, 
A pink trip slip for a three cent fare; 
Punch, in the prosecco of the pasaeajarel 


CBOBCB. 


Punch, brothers, punch with care, 
Punch in the presence of the passenjare!

Williamstown Strawberries Disappear 


and Other Fruit Comet In 


The W&wberry 
season Is 
nearly 


closed. 
The Williamstown, 
growers 


have ceased picking but a few more 
invoices will be received from Berlin, 
N. T., which has developed into quite 
a strawberry country in the last few 
years. 
There has been a large crop 


this year and an immense 
ouautity 


has been consumed in this city. Dur- 
ing the four days preceding the Fourth 
of July 2000 baskets were sold at one 
store, find it is reasonable- to 
suppose 


that all the other dealers had a cor- 
responding trade. 


Red and black raspbeiries, cherries 


and currants are now coming into the 
market, though the rush is not yet on 
in any of these lines. 
The duality is 


good and the 
prices c.bout as they 


usually are at the beginning of tfafi 
season. Red rasp-berrieb retail at eight 
cents a pint, and black raspberries a( 


15 cents a p.uart. These berries now 
corne from the Hudson valley. The sup 
ply will soon increase and prices will 
be lower. Currants are eight cents a 
quart and cherries 10 cents. 


Sour cherries are of 
good 
quality, 


but sweat cherries aro said to be crac- 
tlcally a failure this sear. 
For some 


reason they have not developed well, 
and most of them are little more than 
red skins over the flits. This state- 
ment of the dealers is borne out by the 
experience of local growers. One maa 
states that he has a large and thrifty 
sweet cherry tree in his garden, which 
has been a poor bearer till this year, 
though the quality of the fruit was so 
excellent that he refrained from cut- 
ting the tree down, in the hope 
that 


some time he might get a crop that 
•would be worth having. This year this 
tree Is loaded and he has been count- 
ing on a great treat but as the cherries 
ripen he finds them flat failures 
In 


round form. Pears and plums promise 
well and there is every indication that 
there will be large crops of these fruits

next, the forty-uighth anniversary of 
Commodore Matthew Calbraith Perry'a 
memorable visit to Japan, to unveil a 
monument to bis memory upon the 
very spot where his foot first trod Jap- 
anese soil, says a Washington dispatch 
to the New York Sun. TLe reasons for 
the memorial given by the association's 
circular tell in brief how the Japanese 
today regard Perry's work. Ilurou Ken- 
taro Kanelio says^: 


"Tbe visit of Perry was, in a word, 


the turning ot the key which opened 
the doors of the Japanese empire to 
friendly intercourse with tbe United 
States and subsequently to tbo rest of 
tbe natives of Europe on similar terms 
and may i'n truth be regarded as the 
most memorable event in our annals— 
an event which paved the way and ac- 
celerated tbe Introduction of a new or- 
der of things, an event that enabled the 
country to enter upon the unprecedent- 
ed era of national ascendency In which 
we are now living. 


"There ia a reason, then—a strong rea- 


son—wby this visit of Commodore Per- 
ry no less tban the spot where those 
memorable 
conferences 
took 
place 


should be perpetuated in the memory 
of the Japanese people. • * • She 
owes In no small degree her present 
prosperity to the United States of 
America In that tbe latter rendered her 
tbe great and lasting service mention- 
ed. 


"After the lapse of these 48 years her 


people have, however, come to enter- 
tain but an uncertain memory of Kurl- 
hamn, and yet it was there tiat Perry 
first trod the soil of Japan and for the 
first time awoke the country from its 
slumberous seclusion of three centu- 
ries; there it was that flrst gleamed the 
light that has ever since Illumined Ja- 
pan's way In her newborn career of 
progress." 


Electric Ventilators For India* 
According to French official reports 


which have reached the state depart- 
ment at Washington through Consul 
General Guenther, the demand for elec- 
tric ventilators in British India ex- 
ceeds the supply. American manufac- 
turers are handicapped somewhat by 
the fact that the people of British In- 
dia prefer ventilators with blades from 
4& to 6 inches long, while those of 
American make are only about 3 inches 
long. The establishment of a depot for 
automobiles in Bombay is also spoken 
of as of great promise for business.

American Capacity For 
Buildinff 


larsr* Tesaela Declared to Be Mar- 
veloo*—IXow Oar Yard* Compare 
Wltli the British tuid German—A 
Prediction Concern Ins Germany. 


Dr. Ernest von Halle, who is con- 


nected v.-ith the University of Berlin 
and who has Just completed a tour of 
all the large shipyards on the Atlantic 
coast and the great lakes in company 
with Naval Constructor Schwam, of 
the German navy, s^oie recently In a 
most enthusiastic strain of the great 
progress ip shipbuilding made by the 
Americans in the last ten years, says 
the New York Post. While Dr. von 
Ilalle is pretty well acquainted with 
the United States, having spent consid- 
erable time here in the investigation 
of social and economic conditions, bis 
recent trip, he says, has opened his eyes 
more than ever to the possibilities in 
the way of American shipping and 
commercial expansion generally. 


Speaking particularly of ikur ship- 


yards, be predicted that the day was 
not far distant when Germany would 
have to come to the United States for 
some of her merchant ships, as her 
own yards, though the best in the 
world ia many respects, will not be 
able to turn out enough vessels to 
meet tbe home demand, which has 
been stimulated greatly by Its free 
ship policy. Though labor as a rule 
costs more here, he regards tbe highest 
wages as cheapest 1n"'tne end, In that 
they give an impetus "to tbe invention 
of labor saving machinery, which has 
contributed so much to the lowering 
of the cost of American ships. Of the 
yards in the United States, be found 
about ten that could build warships, 
with more companies making prepara- 
tions to equip plants for this work, 
a fact which he regarded as rather 
puzzling, taken ia connection with the 
peace policy that has eo long ruled 
In the United States. 


Dr. vou Halle was much impressed 


by the rapidity with-which American 
yards were constructed. 
In England 


and Germany the' great plants were 
evolutions from very small beginnings, 
but in the United States, he said, they 
sprang up almost in a. night. It is not 
a process of evolution here, but one of 
complete creation, contracts being made 
for the largest sized vessels while yet 
the plants are under construction. The 
most notable instance of this be found 
at New London, Conn., where a new 
company is building two 20,000 ton 
steamships, the largest ever produced 
In the United States, at a yard which 
had no existence a year or so ago, the 
present monsters constituting its flrst 
contract1. Such a thing would not be 
dreamed of abroad. The plant of the 
New York Shipbuilding company at 
Camden, near Philadelphia, is also a 
maiden yard, the creation within the 
lest six months of a company with mil- 
lions of capital back of it 
The con- 


struction of this plant, too, Is going 
along at the same time great ships are 
in process of building. 


Comparing American, German and 


British yards of the flrst class, the first 
named he found to be tbe most numer- 
ous and in light machinery and tools 
better equipped, while tbe British had 
made greater advancement in the heavy 
machinery used in connection with ship- 
building. Cranes and hoists have reach- 
ed a high state of perfection in the 
United States, Dr. von Halle thinks, 
and there has also been a marked de- 
velopment in pneumatic machinery, but 
Germany is now making rapid strides 
In this jatter direction, while In elec- 
trical science as applied to the construc- 
tion as well as the operation of ships 
the Germans are still far ahead. In 
England be saw only three thoroughly 
modern yards, the others being more 
or less old fashioned, while the United 
States and bis own country could each 
boast of six modern plants.. Altogether 
Dr. vou Halle looked upon shipbuilding 
us one of the most promising of this 
nation's industries.

THE FOtTNDEB OF TUXEDO PABK. 


Winner of the Encltah Derby -With. 


Irua«oU In J881 — . Description of 
1IU Pai»tUI Hom«eboat, (he Cai- 
man, and a Novel Floating Stable 
Tlmt Co«t f 7,000. 


The life ol Pierre Lorillard, the well 


known horse breeder and turfman, has 
been a remarkable one. He inherited 
from his father, together with his four 
brothers, a large fortune and one of the 
biggest tobacco manufactories in the 
United States, says tbe New York 
Press. 
He finally bought from his 


brothers their ehares In the tobacco 
business and managed tbe business 
himself until a few years ago, when he 
retired. He married Miss Emily Tay-. 
lor, who was a celebrated beauty. 


Mr. 'Lorillard was at one time an 


enthusiastic yachtsman 
and owned 


some of the fastest pleasure craft 
afloat, including tbe schooner Vesta, 
one of a trio that raced from Sandy 
Hook to Cowes for a sweepstakes of 
$10,000. He afterward built the steam 
yacht Radiia. 


His next move was in raising horses, 


and he has been very successful on the 
turf. In 1881 Mr. Lorillard won the 
Derby with IroquoiB. His horse Parole, 
after beating almost a!I the horses in 
this country, waa sent to England 
shortly before Iroquola won the Derby 
and won many important races. Seven 
years after this Mr. Lorillard announc- 
ed that he was going to build a minia- 
ture garden of Eden on almost desolate 
land amid the Ramapo bills, and he 
was laughed at But his persistency 
won, 
and that desolate piece of land is 


now Tuxedo. 


Some years ago Mr. Lorillard's phy- 


sicians told him that he must be out in 
the open air as much as possible if he 
wanted to keep well. 
While it was 


summer in the north and the racing 
season was in full blast Mr. Lorillard 
found no difficulty in obeying tbe doc- 
tor's orders. But during winter it was 
a different thing. The little houseboats 
on which excursionists ply the Thames 
suggested to his mind that a craft of 
that kind, built on a larger scale and 
provided with the comfdrts of home 
would be just the thing for him. Ac- 
cordingly be drew up a rough sketch of 
what he wanted, handed it over to a 
skilled draftsman, and a firm in Wil- 
mington, Del., built the craft 


The vessel was simply a double deck- 


ed affair, the apartments of which 
were considerably more spacious and 
higher than the cabins in the ordinary 
steamer. The steel bull and the entire 
exterior were painted white. Tbe first 
story was taken up with the engine, 
the kitchen and the apartments for the 
officers and crew, besides holding two 
spare rooms for emergency. Including 
the roomy messroom there were nine 
apartments on this deck. Just forward 
of the engine room there was a big Ice- 
house with a capacity for five tons of 
ice. 


The decorations and appointments of 


the second, or upper, story, which were 
arranged by the owner as living apart- 
ments for himself and his guests, were 
very fine. A neat balcony running en- 
tirely around this deck inclosed a 
dining room and pantry, four bed- 
rooms, each with bathroom attach- 
ments, and a roomy parlor. 


The dining saloon, the largest room In 


the suit, situated aft, was decorated in 
gold and white colors, silk tapestry of 
this hue covering the walls, and the 
tables, sideboard and chairs being of 
the same hue, brass being also freely 
used in their decoration, A handsome 
velvet tapeslry .carpet of a color to 
match the surroundings covered the 
floor of this room, as well as of all the 
others. A pantry running the entire 
width of the vessel was attached to tbe 
dining room. 


The four bedrooms were placed at 


the side of tbe vessel, between the 
dining room- and parlor. 
The furni- 


ture in tb'ese rooms was also In 
•white and gold, with brass decorations. 
The bedsteads were entirely of solid 
brass. Each of the walls of the bed- 
rooms were decorated in different col- 
ored silk tapestry, old rose, blue, green 
and pink being the prevailing tints. 
Mirrors were freely used In tbe sleep- 
Ing apartments, placed in tbe ward- 
robes and stands, having the effect of 
apparently doubling the size of the 
rooms. The bathrooms were luxurious 
and contained spacious porcelain tubs. 


The entire suit of rooms was warmed 


with highly decorated beaters and was 
illuminated with wax candles inserted 
in silver receptacles placed along tbe 
•walls. 


A floating stable intended as an an- 


nex to his houseboat was also built for 
Mr. Lorillard. It was a queer looking 
craft indeed, some 77 feet long and 15% 
feet broad, with a long deck structure, 
to be used as a carriage house. 


There were four regularly built box 


stalls under the deck for as many 
horses, and the passage between them 
could be utilized when needful for two 
more, so that six horses IB all were 
provided for. 


There was a cowhouse, in which two 


er three cows could easily be carried— 
four at a pinch. Up stairs in the deck 
*tructure, in addition to the carriage 
bouse, was a little harness room, where 
half a dozen dogs could be comfort- 
ably boused. 


There was a large compartment for 


hay and feed, and fresh water was car- 
ried in two large tanks, holding 150 
gallons each. There were berths for 
eight men ID the floating stable, four 
above deck and four below, near tbe 
live stock. 
Tbe floating stable cost 


$7.000.

Washington said recently to a reporter 
of the New York Sun that the coming 
fiscal year promised to be tbe most 
successful one yet recorded for the ag- 
ricultural Interests of the United 
States and that by the end of tbe 12 
months the United States, in connec- 
ition witb Its ne'w possessions, would be 
raising almost every agricultural prod- 
uct it used. When that condition was 
ireached, Mr. Wilson continued, any or 
jail tbe foreign nations of the world 
[might form a commercial combination 
iwltb impunity, for if the United States 
Selected tbey might famish almost any 
{nation on tbe globe. 
, "One of the principal objects which 
jthia government has in view," tbe sec- 
iretary said, "is to enable the people 
'of the United States to produce the ag- 
ricultural products we are now pur- 
chasing from foreign countries. Tbe 
principal product purchased is sugar, 
i,whlch comprises nearly one-fourth of 
jtbe total of products imported. 
The 


{department In the past has been mak- 
ing experiments to ascertain in just 
|wbat sections of the country sugar can 
fee raised to euch an advantage as to 
obviate the necessity of going to for- 
eign markets to complete our supply. 
iWe want to raise beets, as therein lies 
the principal source of the sugar prod- 
uct. 
Within the United States there 


•will be over 40 beet sugar factories in 
operation by next fall. They will be 
situated Ia almost every state along the 
.northern border from New York to 
.California. 


"I believe that within a few years we 


produce all the sugar we require, 


«nd we will then be In a position to ig- 
'•aore the foreign product. Our experi- 
ments have shown that tbe sugar pro- 
duced from our quality of beet is much 
richer than that manufactured In for- 
eign countries. Our product, therefore, 
•will be much more desirable. When 
this result shall be attained, the sugar 
trust will, in my opinion, vanish, for 
tbe reason that tbe trust refines im- 
ported brows sugar, while all tbe 
'American factories will finish the prod- 
act and place it In entire readiness for 
•ale on the markets. 


"We are now succeeding admirably 


In the production of tea In the United 
etates. It is only a question of a abort 
time when we will be able to raise oil 
tbe tea demanded for use in this coun- 
try. 


"Three year* ago tbe department be- 


gan consideration of tbe success of rice 
cultivation In tat United States. At 
that time we produced abotit 25 per 
cent of what we consumed, and when 
•wo examined tbe situation we found 
that there was a demand for a much 
better grade of tbe product than was 
being grown here. We sent an expert 
to Japan to look over tbe field, and this 
nan found Jurt what wte were looking 
for. Tbe remit Is that Host year we will 
Igrow an excellent grade of rice, a class, 
jln fact, which will equal that of any 
wttwr nation producing th« grain. 


"Coffee l» one product which we are 


looking after. Onr iclentlsts are Invet- 
itigating tbe coffee outlook in ovr Iniu- 
lar possessions, and we expect to ac- 
complish something during tble fiscal 
Vtar which will greatly encourage tbe i 


Industry. 


"Several years ago thia department 


began to collect specimens of rubber. 
At present the United States buys an- 
nually 9SO.OOO.OOO'worth of rubber, but 
tbe outlook Is that we will now be 
able to raise in our new possessions 
every bit of the product needed. 
It 


will be produced In Porto Rico, Hawaii 
and tbe Philippines, and the result will 
be that people using the commodity 
will be able to save thousands of dol- 
lars in its purchase. - 


"Then there is the success of maca- 


roni wheats to be considered. The 
macaroni which we have been manu- 
facturing here in tbe past Is not Quite 
equal to the Italian product, but we 
are on the right track, and it -will|not 
be long before we will be able to pro- 
duce a grade that will be superior to 
that imported from Europe. The semi- 
arid regions of our country are adapted 
to the growth of macaroni wheat, and 
all of the 15)000,000 pounds of tbe prod- 
uct iv 'jich we now consume and which 
comes mainly from Italy will be short- 
ly grown upon home ground. 


"As for spices our new possessions 


will furnish us with an abundant quan- 
tity as soon as we can get tbe machin- 
ery of their production in full opera- 
tion. 


"There Is no doubt that this country 


within a few months will be In a po- 
sition to ignore every other nation on 
tbe globe In the matter of food prod- 
ucts. We will produce within our own 
domain everything that goes upon our 
table and upon our b*cks. We will 
then be, commercially and industrially, 
almost independent of the other na- 
tions of the world. Hence any trade 
combination which may be effected 
against us will count for nothing. 
Whenever we get ready we can corne 
pretty near starving any other nation. 
Therefore an effective combination 
against u8 wU1 be an impossibility."

Bncsreition That the President Should 


Be Pre*«R* »i the Coremonr. 


The Bookman fdr July makes the 


rather fanciful gtJggeWon that Presi- 
dent McKlutey should attend in person 
the coronation of King Edward yiL 
In connection wttB'tbi* topic ft goes on 
to say: 


"There is a popular euperBtttton that 


the president of the United State* Is In- 
hibited from leaving this country dop- 
ing bis term of office, but ft te supersti- 
tion only. The article of tbe constitu- 
tion which relates to the president coo- 
tains no provision of the sort, and 
therefore the president is quite free to 
do precisely as he chooses in this mat- 
ter. The reason why no president haa 
ever visited foreign countries unifl aft- 
er his retirement has probably been due 
to the fact that in the early years of the 
republic, before the Invention of the 
telegraph and before the laying of the 
Atlantic cable and also before the de- 
velopment of steamships of great speed. 
absence from the country would have 
meant so protracted severance of com- 
munication between tbe executive and 
the subordinate officers of government 
88 to constitute what would have been 
practically an "Inability to discharge 
the powers and duties" of his office. 


When it required a month to make 


the voyage to Europe and when letters 
and orders could be transported only 
by sailing packets or, afterward, by 
steamship, it would of course have 
been Impossible for the president to 
visit England without practically abdi- 
cating his office and Installing the vice 
president in bis place- But now, when 
the time required to pass from New 
York to Queenstown is but little more 
than five days and when, immediately 
upon his landing, he would be in tele- 
graphic communication every moment 
with bis cabinet, there exists no satis- 
factory reason why he should not feel 
entirely free to perform a striking act 
in international courtesy. 


"It is not, Indeed, true that no other 


president has ever gone beyond the 
boundaries of his country- President 
Arthur during hia term of office once 
went to Florida by sea, and although 
he did so on a vewel of the navy and 
was therefore technically still upon 
American eoil he was as a matter of 
fact shut off from communication witb 
the administration departments for 
several days. And President Cleveland 
also on one occasion while ehooting In 
the Adironda,ck» crossed the Canadian 
boundary and for several hours was, 
without knowing It, actually npon Brit- 
ish territory. If, indeed, tbe president 
of the United States were now to visit 
Egypt, he need never be so remote from 
Washington in point of facility of com- 
munication as was President Monroe 
when, during the era of food feeling, he 
left the seat of government and trav- 
eled by canal and essat and carriage to 
the city of Boston."
